Ministry in Absence of King Speaks 
for Him — Numerous Ar- 
rests Made.

ROME, July 31.—In the absence of the new 
King the mintstry has issued in his name 
a manifesto to the nation, as follows: 

King Victor Emmanuel III., in ascend- 
ing the throne, has to perform the painful 
duty of announcing to the country the awful 
calamity which has violently cut short the 
valuable life of King Humbert. 

“The nation, wounded in its sincere.af-, 
fection for the august dead, and in a sincere 
feeling of devotion and adhesion to the dy-“ 
nasty, while execrating the cruel crime, will 
be plunged into profound grief for the ven- 
erated memory of a good, brave, and mag- 
nanimous King, the pride of his people and 
the worthy perpetuater of the traditions of 
the house of Savoy, by rallying with un- 
shakable loyalty around his august suc- 
cessor. Italians will prove by their deeds 
that their institutions do not die.“ 


Plot Was Long Planned. . 

The police are pushing inquiries in all 
directions, but the information with re- 
gard to the assassin, Bressi, is not yet 
definite. It appears that when he was 
searching for lodgings on Friday at Monza 
he was accompanied by a young man, whom 
the police are now seeking. The pistol the 
assassin used was a new and superior 
weapon, marked “ Massachusetts.“ 

The police of Milan searched the house 
of a man named Ranella, and, it is report- 
ed, found important papers showing that 
*Bressi had relations with persons in the 
United States and that communications 
had passed between him and them in con- 
nection with the crime. Bressi and another 
Tuscan frequented the cafés in Milan, where 
they were overheard discussing a big scheme 
that would astonish the world. Everything 
goes to show that the crime was long 
premeditated, and the police are now 
charged with want of foresight. —— 

Besides Bressi, five persons have been 
taken into custody at Monza. se 

A Tuscan named Giusta, who lives in the 
house of Remala in Milan, and other sus- 
pects have been arrested there. The assassin 
speaks English, French, and Spanish.

R tatives of the National, State, 
and County Republican committees met in 
the national headquarters yesterday after- 
1 noon and went over the situation in Chicago 
and illinois. There were present for the 
National committee Vice Chairman Payne, 
Committeeman Stewart, and Secretary 
Heath; for the Btate committee Chairman 
Rowe, Secretary Fieldhouse, and Mr. Mo- 
Kinney; and for the County committee Con- 4 
gressman Lorimer, Dr. nn. and John 
M. Smyth. 

It was the first getting 3 of officers 
from all three organizations and the matters 
talked over were more especially those per- 


taining to Chicago and Cook County, with } 


some reports from the rest of the State. 
Chairman Rowe for the State committee 
said that outside of Cook County the party 
‘affairs were in good condition, but it had 
been the plan of the State committee to 
leave the campaign in this city entirely in 
the hands of the County committee, and it 
was responsible for whatever may: be the | 
situation here. 


Country Affairs in Good Condition. 


In reply Congressman Lorimer reported all 
party affairs in Cook County in an entirely 
eatisfactory state. Every one has taken 
hold with a will,“ said he, and as long as 
the present good work keeps up there is no 
doubt that Chicago will give another Repub- 
Mean majority next fall.“ The members of 
the Nationa) committee assured their visit- 
’ ore they were only too anxious to give each 
of the organizations they represented what- 
ever aid they could but were anxious that 
the work of the campaign in Illinois should 
be taken In hand as much as possible by the 
local committees, the county one to look 
after Chicago and the other the remainder 
of the State. In the tter of speakers also 
the National commit would assign to the 
County committee. what ones it wanted for 
use in Chicago and the State committee 
would look after the other mneptings outside

Reply of John P. Altgeld. 


, Former Governor Altgeld’s reply is in part. 
as follows: 
There are only two principles or systems 
of government known to man—government 
by bruté force and government by consent 
of the governed. The one is applied from 
without and is repressive, and, in the end. 
destructive, because it 
while the other works from within, is evo- 
lutionary and progressive.“ 
Ex-Governor Altgeld then goes on to say 
that the result of goverument by force 
is always death and dissolution. In support 
of his assertion he reviews and applies the 
history of the United States. 


Goes After the Rough Rider. 


Reaching the point of his speech, the re- 
ply to Governor Roosevelt, he says: 
Recently a gentleman in New York who 
had become famous for having been alone 
in Cuba—a gentleman who has adopted as 
his life motto or coat of arms two “ PS. 
and a double 8,“ which four letters signi- 
fy. pompous posing and strenuous 
strutting —left the capital of New York 
and went to St. Paul and delivered a speech 
to an association of Republican clubs. The 
speech has not, from beginning to end, a 
single argument or a single accurate his- 
torical reference; a speech that is made up 
of invective, misrepresentations, and vi- 
tuperation. 
Who, then, is this man, and what is his 
history? Personalities are offensive and I 
will not indulge in them. 
we are thus brutally assaulted we may ask 
who it is that is berating us. 
I will notice only a few of the incidents 
of his public career, which throw light on 
the question of his sincerity and discretion. 
1 find it recorded that years ago he was a 
member of the New York Legislature, and 
on one occasion he roused the hopes of the 
country by making a speec 
which he called the criminal rich. But he 
at ance dashed these hopes by 
and voting with and for these 
‘criminal rich whom he had denounced. 


Pictures Him as Tax Dodger. 


een the years 1897-’08 he held a federal 
office in Washington, and in order to escape 
paying his taxes in New York he signed an 
offidavit and swore before the ever-living 
God that he was not a citizen of New York. 
If this was true, then, under the constitution 
of New York he would not have been eligible 
for the Governor of that State. By subse- 
quently accepting a nomination and election 
to that office he showed that he did not be- 
live his own affidavit. This being so, may it 
not be that he does not believe the charge 
that he has made against us?’’ 
Taking up in turn the Cuban campaign and 
Governor Roosevelt’s career in the Legisla- 
ture, he reaches that part of Governor Roose- 
velt's St. Paul speech in which the Gov- 
ernor said the Democrats at Kansas City 
had only 52 per cent of faith in their 48-cent 
dollars.

DEFENDANT IN GOEBEL TRIAL 
"ANSWERS ALL CHARGES. 


MORR DE 


‘Finishes His Direct Testimony and the P 
In Taken Up by 
Campbeli—Prosecution 
‘Tries to Show by the Witness That 
Mountain “Army” Was Contposed 
of Notorious and Desperate Men— 
Points in statements of Accused. 


July 81.—[Special.}— 
Caleb Powers anished his direct examination 
this afternoon, and was ‘turned over to the 
cross-examination, 
which is being conducted by Thomas C. 
Powefs, in his direct testimony 
today, entered specific denials to all the 
damaging statements made by the witnesses 
against him, and repudiated conversations 
at which witnesses swore that assassination 
was discussed. He admitted only the or- 
ganization of the mountain army, and the 
trip to Louisville on the day of the assassina- 
tion for the purpose of organizing another. 
The money for this purpose, he said, did not 
come from the private funds of Governor 
Taylor, but was mgney left over from the 


ign. 

Witness admitted writing the letter to 
Professor Stevens on Feb. 2, when Goebel 
was dying, in which he boasted that the dis- 
organization of the Democratic party was 
due more to him (Powers) than to anyone 
else, and thfit he was an open advocate of 
war. Powers wanted to make an explana- 
tion of this, but was refused, the court hold- 
ing that there was nothing ambiguous in the 
letter. The defense excepted. 


More Admissions by Powers. 

Powers admitted having some sort of a 
conversation with Wharton Golden, in which 
he proposed to fight to the last, as he did 
once in a race for School Superintendent in 
Witness said he talked to 
Culton Nke a brother when he asked him 
not to make a motion for ball, but declared 
it was not because Culton knew anything 
hurtful to the witness. Powers admitted 
offering Miss Sudie Snuffer money, and that 
had asked her not to teetify against him, 

d he offered the money because she 
and not to induce her to leave the 


Powers admitted the truth of Captain 
J Haun testimony and that Hawn had re- 
fused to take his company of militia to 
Frankfort without formal orders. 
he had not told J. F. Wagner that he would 
expose the “ whole plot to the newspapers 
Taylor did hot act,“ but that he would write 
somebody up in the newspapers. 


Cross-Examined by Campbell. 
When Colonel Campbell took hold of the 
witness he first began asking him about the 
men of the “army being sober, law-abid-

The 
finish was spectacular, and it seemed sur- 
prising that not an existing record fell. 
The time was 33:03%, but Michael continues 
to hold the record for the distance of 
81:41%. Nelson showed the way from the 
start, the midget following about ten yards 
behind, only once or twice lessening the dis- 


. tance by a few feet. The crowd was the 


largest in the history of the track. 

The bettors for Michael crawled into their 
holes yesterday and but $10,000 of the $50,000 
of Nelson money in sight found takers. Sev- 
eral thousands of doll were wagered to- 
day by telegraph to ot Her cities. Nelson was 


favorite at 5 to 4 with few takers, and 5 to 3 


with more. Nelson and Michael each used 
121 gear. Michael was paced by Waller and 
Myers, Babcock and Vetter, and Crooks and 
Shirrer. Nelson had Ruel and Kent, Marks 
and Gately, and Coleman and Callahan. 

Twenty thousand people crowded upon the 
track just before the race started, and 100 
policemen had to force them back before 
Nelson's managers would allow him to start. 
Nelson was presented with the Golden Wheel 
trophy won in the race July 9 to 14.

The controversy which has recently taken 
place between W. W. Astor and Sir Berkeley 
Milne has had the rather remarkable, but 
still not altogether .unexpected, effect of 
starting a movement in England for the re- 


questioned authority that the Prince of 
Wales himself views this movement with 
approval. This is not surprising in view of 
the cosmopolitan ideas of the British heir | 
apparent, and there is no doubt that some- 
thing of the kind will have to be done, now 
that the intercourse between continental so- 
clety and that of England has become so 
close and intimate. Sir Berkeley Milne is 
not merely a man of ancient family and the 
member of several leading London clubs, 
but is likewise a Captain of the royal navy. 
This being the case, the view is taken by 
society in England and on the continent 
that the affront placed upon him by Mr. 
Astor, first in turning him out of his house 
and then in publishing the fact in his paper, 
the Pall Mall Gazette, constitutes an indig- 
nity not only to the service to which Sir 
Berkeley, belonged, but likewise to the 
„Queens cloth, which he wears. For offi- 
cers of the army and navy in Europe are ex- 
pressly taught that they must at all costs 
have the King’s cloth ” respected, that any 
indignity to which it is subjected is an in- 
sult to the sovereign, and must be resented 
as such. On the continent any officer who 
does not resent such an affront either by ex- 
acting the most abject apology or else by 
‘fighting a duel with the insulter is compelled 
to resign his commission and is subject- 
ed henceforth to such social ostracism 
that it renders expatriation indispensable. 
To such a point is this idea carried that when 
a man is debarred by reason of his inferiority 
im rank from giving satisfaction to the af- | 
fronted officer by a meeting on the fleld of 
honor—that is to say, by a duel—the officer 
is considered to have a right to draw his 
sword and to cut the fellow down, receiving 
little or no punishment and losing no caste © 
nor consideration if he happens to kill his 
man while so doing. 
Now, it is felt that the half-hearted ‘and 
graceless apology published in the Pall:Mall 
Gazette by Mr. Astor is in no sense of the 
word adequate to the situation, or that it 
meets the requprements of the case, since he 
merely retracted the ph which he 
had published about * Berkeley having 
been uninvited at * use. A far more 
ample apology is , and, falling this, 
it is considered that in * of Anglo-Saxon 
prejudice against dueling Mr. Astor should 
be forced by Sir Berkeley to fight him. The 
latter has almost as many friends on the 
continent as in England, and whenever he 
visits Vienna, Berlin, or Paris. he is at once 
given the run of the leading clubs there, if 
_he does not happen to be already on the list 
of members. If he is to continue to enjoy 
these privileges and this consideration 
ould order 
his conduct in accordance with the ethics 
which prevail there, and it is realized by Sir 
Berkeley any by his fellow-officers, friends, 
and sympathizers in England that unless 
Mr. Astor apologizes for his affront in a far 
more public and abject manner than he has 
done until now, or else fights a duel with Sir 
Berkeley, the latter is likely to find the doors 
of continental clubs closed against him and 
hands that were formerly extended to him in 


In fact, it matters 9 as they are now 
the position of Sir Berkeley, especialy 
abroad, is likely tg prove one of 4 * 
difficulty, while even in England it will be 
decidedly awkward. It must be borne in 
mind that if: English military regulations 
forbid dueling, so do the military regula- 
tions on the continent. The military regu- 
lations on the subject, however, have been 
devised solely for the purpose of satisfying 
public opinion, and are not meant to.be 
obeyed by continental officers. Indeed, 
obedience thereto entails compulsory resig- 
nation and ostracism. It is no secret that 
the Princes of the reigning house of Eng- 
land, who aré so much bound up with for- 
eign courts and allied by ties of blood with 
foreign royal families, share these views, 
and I can recall one memorable case—name- 
ly: that of Colonel the Hon. Fred Wellesley. 
brother of the late Earl Cowley, who was 
forced to resign his commission in the Cold- 
stream Guards, his post as aid-de-camp to 
the Queen, and his secretaryship of the 
British Embassy to Austria for having, 
while at Vienna, declined to ight a duel with 
Count Hugo Kalnocky after having had his 
face publicly emacked by the latter. Welles- 
ley, after his return to England, tried to ex- 
plain matters to the royal Duke of Cam- 


army at the time, and who had demanded 
the resignation of Wellesiey’s commission. 
Pointing out that dueling was contrary to 
English military regulations, he exclaimed: 
„But what am. I to do, sir? Turn dancing 
master, and be 4— to you,“ growled the 
Duke, pointing to the door.

care with the power brakes and automatic 


couplers.

When the law was passed, sev 
only 23 per cent of the freight cars in use 
were supplied with air brakes, and but a 
slightly larger proportion had automatic 
couplers. Four years later 98 per cent had 
alr brakes and 50 per cent were fitted with 
couplers. The number of railway employés 
killed during the twelve months ending with 
June 30, 1898, was 2,727, and for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1897, the number was 1,603. 

Bince Jan. 1, 1900, the railroad companies 
have been making tremendous efforts to 
equip all of their rolling stock with air 
brakes and automatic couplers, and it is be- 
lieved that a majority of the big railroads 
tao now in position to fully comply with the 


Cost of ts $25,000,000. 

It is estimated that it costs about §25 a car 
for attaching the automatic coupler. This 
means @ large amount of money which the 
railroads have had to spend on this change. 
There are over 1,300,000 freight cars alone 
in the United States, and in some instances 
other cars besides those used exclusively for 

freight have been equipped with the auto- 
matic couplers. 

The expense of attaching the automatic 
air brake is considerably more, and for this 
reason the railroad companies have not had 
this attachment put on all the cars. It is 
understood, however, that all new cars are 
having both the automatic coupler and air 
brake attachments put on them. 

Burlington’s Increase $1,000,000. 

Two of the principal Western railroad sys- 
‘tems—the Burlington and thé Santa 5 
issued statements yesterday of earnings for 
June and for the year ending on June 50. 
In both cases the shawing made is exceeding- 
ly satisfactory and far better than was 
anticipated.
